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The  Green  Family 

Printers  of  Colonial  Bills  in  Connecticut  and  Maryland

CEW  surnames  con  boost  of  os  many 
* individuals  from  the  same  original 
stock  following  one  occupation  for  as 
many  consecutive  generations  as  that 
of  GREEN,  noted  in  the  early  annals 
of  printing  in  Massachusetts,  Connec- 
ticut and  Maryland.  The  numismatist 
is  probably  interested  only  in  the  names 
of  those  who  were  printers  of  Colonial 
notes,  so  the  following  account  will  be 
confined  to  that  special  angle. 

Timothy  Green  (1679-1757).  This 
name  is  found  as  printer  on  the  bills  of 
Connecticut  from  1740  onward;  some- 
times simply  T.  Green  and  sometimes 
with  the  full  name  Timothy  Green.  If 
is  evident  that  in  all  the  years  from 
1740  to  1780  there  was^more  than  one 
Timothy,  in  fact  there  were  three; 
father,  son,  and  father's  nephew.  The 
first  Timothy  mentioned  as  printer  of 
Connecticut  notes  was  a grandson  of 
the  pioneer  Samuel  Green,  who  emi- 
grated with  his  father  Bartholomew  to 
Massachusetts  about  1633,  and  suc- 
ceeded Stephen  Daye  in  Massachu- 
setts, who  was  the  first  printer  in  the 
American  Colonies.  Timothy's  grand- 
parent is  especially  noted  as  having 
printed  the  Indian  Bible  translated  by 
John  Eliot,  and  also  the  Bay  Psalm 


Book,  the  engravings  of  which  were 
made  by  Paul  Revere  who  engraved 
some  of  the  plates  from  which  Massa- 
chusetts bills  were  printed.  The  first 
Timothy  Green  in  whom  we  are  inter- 
ested is  only  one  of  a perfect  avalanche 
of  printers  by  the  name  of  Green,  de- 
scending from  Samuel  and  continuing 
for  a number  of  generations.  He  had 
a printing  house  as  early  as  1700  in  the 
then  town  of  Boston.  He  printed  and 
sold  some  books  on  his  own  account, 
but  printed  mostly  for  booksellers.  Hav- 
ing received  an  Invitation  from  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Connecticut  he  re- 
moved to  New  London,  Connecticut  in 
1714,  and  became  the  second  Colonial 
printer  soon  after  the  death  of  Thomas 
Short,  the  first  to  hold  that  office  in 
1709.  He  might  have  had  the  distinc- 
tion of  being  the  first,  instead  of  Short, 
for  in  a memorial  to  the  General  Court 
in  1738,  he  says — "Thirty  years  since, 
ihls  Government  sent  to  me  to  come  to 
be  their  printer.  I then  answered  the 
gentlemen  that  treated  with  me,  that  I 
was  not  willing  to  leave  a certainty  for 
an  uncertainty.  Mr.  Short  came  up, 
and  died  here."  The  second  invitation 
having  been  accepted  from  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  he  was  appointed  as 
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Colonial  printer  at  a salary  of  fifty 
pounds  per  annum,  and  for  this  sum 
he  shoLild  print  the  Election  Sermons, 
Proclamations  and  the  Laws  which 
should  be  enacted  by  the  Assembly  at 
its  several  sessions.  Besides  this  gov- 
ernment work  and  the  printing  of  cur- 
rency he  also  printed  on  his  own  ac- 
count; mostly  religious  pamphlets,  etc. 
He  was  a Deacon  in  the  New  London 
church  and  one  incident  characteristic 
of  him  has  been  related  to  the  effect 
that  when  he  heard  a sermon  thai  he 
especially  approved  he  would  solicit  it 
from  the  author  and  print  it  for  his 
own  sales,  but  his  religious  zeal  was 
often  injurious  to  his  interest;  for  large 
guantities  of  these  sermons  remained 
on  his  hands  as  dead  stock,  and  after 
his  decease  were  put  in  baskets  and  ap- 
praised by  the  bushel  and  sold  as  waste 
paper.  He  died  in  1757,  at  the  age  of 
seventy-eight  years,  leaving  six  sons  and 
one  daughter,  having  been  the  father 
of  three  printers. 


Timothy  Green,  Jr.,  was  born  In  Bos- 
ton and  came  to  New  London  with  his 
father,  who  instructed  him  in  the  print- 
ers art.  He  began  the  business  of 
printing  in  Boston  and  was  the  partner 
of  Samuel  Kneeland  for  twenty-five 
years.  On  the  death  of  his  brother 
Samuel  In  1752,  who  had  been  In  part- 
nership with  his  father  Timothy,  he 
closed  his  partnership  with  Kneeland, 
and  came  to  New  London.  This  was 
done  at  his  father's  request,  who  was 
then  past  sixty  and  unable  to  manage 
the  business  alone.  The  whole  business 
now  fell  on  his  shoulders  and  he  suc- 
ceeded his  father  as  Colonial  printer; 
at  this  particular  time  there  was  not 
another  printing  house  in  Connecticut. 
In  1758  he  established  a newspaper, 
the  second  of  the  kind  published  in  the 
Colony.  After  a life  of  industry  he 
died  in  1763,  a man  much  esteemed  by 
his  friends  and  acquaintances. 

Timothy  Green  3rd  (1737-1796)  was 
the  son  of  Samuel  Green,  Timothy 
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Green,  Jr.'s  brother,  and  is  the  one 
whose  name  appears  as  printer  an  any 
Connecticut  bill  that  the  ordinary  col- 
lector is  likely  to  obtain.  He  was  born 
in  New  London  and  was  taught  the 
printing  business  bv  his  uncle  Timothy. 
The  newspaper  begun  by  his  uncle  was 
discontinued  and  he  established 
another,  which  later  was  In  turn  pub- 
lished by  his  son.  He  was  printer  to  the 
Colony,  bore  a good  reputation  in  his 
profession  and  as  a citizen,  and  died  in 
I 796,  having  been  the  father  of  eleven 


children,  eight  sons  and  three 
daughters;  two  of  the  sons  being 
printers.  Jonas  Green  (1712-1767), 
printer  of  Maryland  bills,  was  born  in 
Boston  and  was  the  fifth  son  of  deacon 
Timothy  Green  who  came  to  New 
London  in  1714  as  Colonial  Printer.  He 
learned  the  trade  of  his  father  in  New 
London,  and  when  of  age  returned  to 
Boston  and  went  into  the  printing  house 
of  Samuel  Kneeland  and  Timothy 
Green  his  brother  (who  at  that  time 
were  partners).  He  later  removed  to 
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Philadelphia,  and  was  employed  In  the 
printing  houses  of  Bradford  and  also 
of  Benjamin  Franklin.  In  1739  as  there 
was  at  that  time  no  printer  In  Mary- 
land. the  legislature  took  steps  to  pro- 
cure one,  and  employed  an  agent  for 
that  purpose.  Jonas  being  well  recom- 
mended by  his  employers,  applied  for 
the  position,  and  was  accepted,  and 
became  the  Colonial  Printer.  Besides 
printing  the  currency  he  was  to  print 
the  laws  as  they  were  made  from  ses- 
sion to  session,  proclamations,  etc.;  he 
being  paid  for  the  paper  used  in  this 
work.  His  printing  establishment  was 
opened  In  1740.  In  1745  he  started  a 
newspaper,  and  In  1765  printed  Bacon's 
Laws  of  Maryland,  In  a large  folio  vol- 
ume. Few  In  the  colonies  exceeded  him 
In  the  neatness  of  his  printing.  He  was 
a man  of  talent  and  much  respected 
among  his  acquaintances,  being  noted 
for  his  wit  and  urbanity.  The  local 
positions  he  held  In  Annapolis  were 
numerous:  being  an  Alderman,  Vestry- 
man of  St.  Anne's  Parish,  Postmaster  for 
many  years,  an  Auctioneer  at  public 
sales.  Clerk  of  Entries  at  horse  races. 
Secretary  of  the  Tuesday  Club,  a pro- 
fessional club  of  gentlemen  where  he  was 
dubbed  (and  with  seemingly  good  rea- 
son) P.P.P.P.P.  Poet,  Printer,  Punster, 
Purveyor  and  Punch  Maker.  His  wife 
was  Anne  Catherine  Hoof,  born  In  Hol- 
land, and  coming  to  Maryland  with  her 
parents  when  a mere  Infant.  She  suc- 
ceeded her  husband  Jonas  when  he 
died  In  1767  at  the  age  of  fIfty-sIx; 
then  she  In  turn  became  the  Colonial 
Printer.  She  also  published  the  Mary- 
land Gazette.  Her  name  first  appears 
on  the  Maryland  notes  of  1770  together 
with  her  son  William  who  was  her  part- 
ner, the  Initials  of  their  Christian  names 
only,  being  used  except  on  the  one-ninth 
of  a dollar  when  the  name  Anne 
Catherine  appears  In  full. 

William  Green  was  In  partnership 
with  his  mother  commencing  In  1768, 
but  this  lasted  but  for  a very  short 
time,  for  he  died  In  1770,  and  then  she 
continued  running  the  business  in  her 


own  name,  but  was  later  succeeded  by 
her  son  Frederick.  She  died  In  1775 
at  the  early  age  of  forty-two,  and  was 
the  mother  of  a very  large  family. 

Frederick  Green,  the  son  of  Jonas 
and  Anne  Catherine  Green,  was  born 
In  Annapolis  and  brought  up  in  the 
printing  business  by  his  father,  and  was 
the  third  Green  to  bear  the  title  of 
Colonial  Printer  of  Maryland,  and  the 
fourth  to  have  recognition  on  the  re- 
verse of  the  bills  of  that  colony.  He 
finally  formed  a partnership  with  his 
brother  Samuel  and  they  were  In  the 
fifth  generation  of  a regular  line  of 
printers  by  the  name  of  Green  In  this 
country. 


Thomas  Sparrow  was  in  the  employ 
of  Jonas  Green  and  was  the  first  en- 
graver In  the  Colony  of  Maryland;  and 
so  far  as  I am  aware  Maryland  Is  the 
only  colony  where  either  the  engraver 
or  printer  advertised  themselves  on 
the  obverse  of  a bill,  but  here  is  the 
exception  where  both  appear.  An  ex- 
amination of  the  Issues  of  January  1st, 
1767,  March  1st,  1770  and  April  lOth, 
1774,  Is  quite  Interesting,  and  It  will  be 
found  that  the  borders  on  the  obverse 
In  all  three  Issues  are  identical,  not 
having  been  changed  during  that 
period.  Jonas  Green  was  not  living 
after  1767,  still  his  Initials  or  full  name 
appears  on  the  two  last  named  Issues: 
the  I.G.  or  J.G.  referring  to  him  and 
the  T.S.  to  Thomas  Sparrow  the 
engraver. 

On  the  one-ninth  of  a dollar  T.S.  Is 
found  In  the  center  of  the  upper  border. 

The  two-ninths  of  a dollar  has  I.G.  at 
the  center  of  the  right  vertical  border. 


The  half  dollar  has  T S In  the  middle 
portion  of  the  upper  border. 


The  one-third  of  a dollar  has  I G In 
the  center  of  a scroll  surrounding  It  on 
which  appears  the  word  "Printer,"  this 
being  at  the  left  of  the  upper  border, 
and  at  the  right  end  of  the  upper 
border  In  a different  shaped  scroll 
T S SCULP  (engraver)  appears. 
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The  two-thirds  of  a dollar  has  J G to 
the  left  and  T S to  the  right  of  the 
upper  border,  and  T S also  appears  in 
the  upper  central  part  of  the  left 
vertical  border,  but  as  the  bills  were 
generally  cut  so  close  on  this  border 
these  Initials  rarely  appear;  however 
all  the  features  described,  are  plainly 
shown  on  the  cut  In  Scott's  1894  Paper 
Money  Catalog. 

The  one  dollar  has  T. Sparrow. Sculpt, 
(engraver)  at  the  center  of  the  upper 
border. 

In  the  four  dollar  the  upper  border 
duplicates  that  of  the  one  dollar. 


The  six  dollar  has  I.G. Printer  and 
T. SPARROW  SCULPt. (Engraver)  on  the 
left  vertical  border,  and  the  upper 
border  duplicates  the  one-third  dollar. 

The  eight  dollar  has  THOMAS  at 
one  end,  and  SPARROW  at  the  other 
end  of  the  left  hand  vertical  border; 
also  I. Green  appears  high  up  In  the 
nniddle  of  the  some  border  but  Is  prob- 
ably rarely  seen  on  account  of  the 
border  being  cut  so  close. 

All  this  minute  description  may  seem 
needless,  but  possibly  it  will  serve  to 
encourage  the  collector  to  examine  the 
various  designs  on  his  notes  more 
closely.

Varieties  of  1805  Over  4 Half-Dollar 


In  response  to  several  Inquiries  about  the  varieties  of  1805  over  4 Half-dollars  referred 
to  In  the  June  Issue  of  the  Journal,  we  Illustrate  above  the  three  varieties. 

No.  I differs  both  on  obverse  and  reverse  from  either  of  the  others.  Nos.  2 and  3 are 
from  the  same  obverse  die  but  have  different  reverses.  No.  I Is  by  far  the  rarest  of  the  three, 
In  fact  Is  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  Half-dollars.

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Numismatic  Mythology 

VIII — Turtles  and  Shields

\/ESSELS  from  the  Mediterranean  en- 
' tering  the  Saronic  Gulf  are  greeted 
by  the  vision  of  Athens,  protected  by 
guardian  mountains,  and  the  Acropolis, 
crowned — not  "with  violets",  but  by  the 
snowy  Parthenon,  rising  from  the  heart 
of  the  city.  Straight  ahead  lies  the 
island  of  Solomis;  and  it  is  difficult  to 
turn  from  both  of  these  places  and 
their  stirring  associations,  and  to  fix 
one's  attention  on  o rocky  island  of 
sharp  crags  and  mountain  tops,  across 
the  boy  from  Athens,  Aegino,  the 
dominant  power  of  the  Gulf  ere  Athens 
come  to  strength  and  glory. 

The  numismatic  history  of  Aegino 
begins  of  probably  the  some  period  os 
the  invention  of  coinage  in  Asia  Minor, 
about  700  B.C.  Pheidon,  king  of  Argos 
in  the  Peloponnese,  was  lord  of  Aegino 
at  that  time,  and  he  is  credited  with 
the  honor  of  introducing  coinage  to  the 
Grecian  cities  or  states.  Aegino,  like 
England  in  later  years,  proved  too  small 
on  abode  for  its  inhabitants,  and  the 
Aeginetons  were  forced  to  become  o 
seo-foring  race,  famous  sailors  even 
among  such  o maritime  people  os  the 
Greeks.  The  ships  from  the  rocky  island 
went  out  on  many  errands,  trading  for 
and  wide,  hence  their  early  adoption 
of  this  new  and  convenient  form  of 
payment  and  sole.  Aegino's  first  coins 
ore  rounded  "tear-drops"  of  silver,  with 
the  incuse  punch  mark  on  one  side,  and 
on  the  other  o turtle  (No.  ! , No.  2). 
The  turtle  was  o natural  choice  for 
Aegino's  coin  type;  the  ocean  loving 
race  worshipped  the  goddess  who  hod 
sprung  from  its  waves,  Anodyomene, 
foam  born,  and  os  the  turtle  was  sacred 
to  Aphrodite  It  was  placed  on  the 
Island's  earliest  coins — and  fits  remark- 
ably well  on  the  flan  (No.  3,  No.  4). 


Even  the  tiny  pieces  of  small  change 
carry  miniature  turtles,  decorated  like 
their  sires  by  o row  of  dots  or  buttons 
along  the  shell,  six  in  number  for  the 
large  turtles,  three  for  the  younger  gen- 
eration. A selection  of  these  turtles  in 
varying  sizes  mokes  o very  charming 
little  aquarium  for  the  collector's 
cabinet  (No.  5,  No.  6).  A further 
ornament  Is  frequently  added  to  the 
turtles  by  the  Impression  of  o "counter 
mark",  possibly  the  private  stomp  of  o 
merchant  or  mint.  These  little  counter- 
marks  ore  quite  Chinese  In  their  effect, 
circles  and  dots,  crescents,  stars  and 
flower-like  shapes,  resembling  patterns 
on  Oriental  brocades. 

The  primitive  drop-form  of  coin  Is 
replaced  In  the  following  century  by  o 
fine  turtle  in  high  relief.  Its  shell  or 
carapace  clearly  defined,  and  the  other 
side  with  the  Incuse  die  is  extremely 
flat  and  smooth  (No.  7,  No.  8).  These 
Aeglneton  coins  ore  supposed  to  hove 
been  struck  by  on  unusual  method;  the 
small  Incuse  die  being  set  In  the  anvil, 
leaving  o flat  surface  surrounding  it, 
and  the  die  with  the  high-rellef  type 
struck  down  on  the  flan  of  metal  which 
hod  been  heated  and  placed  on  the 
anvil.  The  usual  procedure  of  striking 
o coin  was  exactly  the  opposite,  the 
finely  wrought  die  sunk  In  the  anvil  for 
greater  protection,  and  the  crude  In- 
cuse mark  set  In  the  punch. 

When  the  Persians  threatened  to  in- 
vade Greece  (491  B.C.)  Aegino  was 

fearful  for  her  commerce  with  Asia 
Minor,  and  yielded  to  their  demand  for 
tribute,  rendering  the  symbolic  earth 
and  water;  but  the  Island  rose  to  the 
occasion  when  the  real  struggle  began, 
and  her  ships  played  o gallant  port  of 
the  battle  of  Solomis,  fighting  proc- 
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tically  in  their  own  home  waters. 
Naval  supremacy  however  was  passing 
from  Aegina,  the  islanders  were  forced 
to  struggle  with  Athens'  rising  pov/er, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  first  Pelopon- 
nesian War,  Aegina's  greatness  was  a 
thing  of  the  past.  Just  about  this  time 
a marked  alteration  is  made  in  the 
coin  type,  the  sea  turtle  giving  place 
to  a land  tortoise.  No  satisfactory  ex- 
planation for  this  change  has  yet  been 
found,  but  it  is  certainly  suggestive  that 
when  Aegina  no  longer  held  the  "free- 
dom of  the  seas",  her  turtles  apparently 
crawled  Into  her  rocky  harbors  and 
were  transmuted  into  mere  tortoises. 
The  new  reptiles  are  fully  as  attractive 


as  their  predecessors,  for  they  are  of 
fine  style  and  struck  In  high  relief. 
Thirteen  scales  or  divisions  of  the  shell 
are  carefully  marked,  and  the  scaly 
claws  and  head  protrude  in  realistic 
fashion  (No.  9,  No.  10,  No.  I I,  No.  12, 
No.  13,  No.  14).  The  incuse  side  of  the 
early  Aeginetan  coins  is  struck  with  a 
curious  pattern  of  triangles  forming  a 
"windmill-sail":  on  these  later  pieces 
the  incuse  becomes  very  shallow  and  is 
sguare  in  shape,  divided  into  four 
compartments,  one  of  which  is  cut 
across  by  a bar  forming  two  triangles 
— a faint  reminiscence  of  the  archaic 
design. 
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Boeotia,  to  the  north  of  Athens,  also 
struck  coins  at  a very  early  date,  prob- 
ably during  the  sixth  century  B.C.  These 
pieces  closely  resemble  the  Aeginetan 
turtles,  being  "anvil-struck"  and  of 
practically  the  same  size,  shape  and 
weight.  The  form  of  the  type  is  also 
somewhat  like  the  turtle  and  equally 
well  adapted  to  the  oval  flan,  for  it  is 
the  Boeotian  shield— familiar  to  all 
students  of  Greek  vases  (No.  I 5).  The 
decorative  lines  of  soldiers,  prancing  in 
an  archaic  "goose-step"  around  the 
amphoras,  frequently  bear  these  curi- 
ously shaped  shields,  round  or  oval,  with 
semi-circular  openings  on  either  side. 
The  cities  of  Boeotia  used  this  type  on 
the  upper  die  of  the  coins,  but  the  deep 
incuse  is  marked  with  the  initial  letter 
of  each  individual  mint. 

Thebes,  strongest  and  most  impor- 
tant of  the  cities,  used  her  theta  0 as 
the  centre  of  a "mill-sail"  incuse 
(No.  16),  but  her  later  coins  replaced 
the  punch  mark  by  a beautiful  vase 
design  (No.  17,  No.  18).  The  handles 
and  raised  decoration  on  these  vases 
are  often  so  elaborate  that  the  orig- 
inal models  were  probably  not  of  earth- 
enware but  wrought  in  metal.  Thebes 
also  honors  her  favorite  hero,  Herakles, 
on  her  staters,  either  as  the  infant 


strangling  two  writhing  serpents,  or  as 
the  mature  warrior  kneeling  to  string 
his  bow  (No.  19,  No.  20). 

Tanagra's  T is  found  either  on  the 
incuse  (No.  21,  No.  22)  or  placed  in  the 
openings  on  either  side  of  the  shield; 
on  smaller  pieces  it  is  sometimes  accom- 
panied by  the  forepart  of  a horse 
(No.  23,  No.  24).  Coronea's  initial  is 
the  ancient  letter  koppa  Q,  a primitive 
form  of  oiir  Q.  (Q  is  always  found  on 
Corinthian  staters,  even  of  late  date 
and  style).  Hallartus'  letter  Is  also  of 
archaic  style,  the  ladder-like  . 

Coins  of  Plataea  are  few,  for  they 
were  only  issued  during  a brief  period, 
387-372  B.C.  But  the  C AA  renders 
them  a coveted  possession,  bringing 
siege  in  later  years  when  Athens'  soli- 
tary ally  at  Marathon,  and  of  the  tragic 
siege  in  later  years  when  Athens  for- 
got her  debt  of  gratitude,  and  left 
Plataea  to  a cruel  and  undeserved  fate.

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Famous  Coin  Denominations 


BLANC,  or  BLANQUE,  also  called 
Gros  Blanc,  is  the  name  of  a silver  coin 
which  was  struck  in  France  in  the  four- 
teenth century,  contemporaneously  with 
the  Gros  Tournois.  Originally  it  was  of 
very  pure  silver  from  which  circum- 
stance it  probably  received  its  name, 
but  the  later  issues  deteriorated  in  fine- 
ness. It  was  divided  into  Deniers,  the 
quantity  of  the  latter,  however,  varied. 
The  general  type  was  that  of  the  Gros, 
the  long  cross  being  a conspicuous  fea- 
ture, and  the  inscription  "Benedictum 
Sit  Nomen  Domini,"  etc.,  was  retained 
for  a long  period.  The  later  issues 
were  characterized  by  various  symbols, 
such  as  a sun,  star,  lily,  etc.,  giving  rise 
to  distinctive  titles,  all  of  which  will  be 
found  under  the  word  Gros,  "infra." 


The  Blanque  appears  in  the  Anglo- 
Gallic  coinage  issued  by  Henry  VI  of 
England.  It  was  a billon  groat,  silvered 
over  to  hide  the  baseness  of  the  metal. 
There  existed  large  and  small  varieties, 
known  respectively  as  the  Grand 
Blanque  or  Gros  Blanque  and  the  Petit 
Blanque. 

The  Blanque  was  struck  in  France  as 
late  as  1791,  in  which  year  the  "Caisse 
de  Bonne  Foi"  at  Paris  issued  a piece  of 
six  Blancs  in  copper. 

BOB.  The  common  nickname  for  an 
English  Shilling.  J.  H.  Vaux,  in  his 
"Flash  Dictionary,"  1812,  has  "Bob  or 
Bobstick,  a Shilling,"  and  Dickens  uses 
the  term  in  the  "Pickwick  Papers." 


In  the  "Athenaeum,"  1864  (558),  is 
a statement  to  the  effect  that  the  nick- 
name is  supposed  to  have  originated  in 
Sir  Robert  Walpole's  time.  "See" 
Magpie. 


BOLIVAR.  A silver  coin  of  Venez- 
uela, of  the  same  value  as  the  Franc, 
and  named  after  Simon  Bolivar,  the 
liberator.  It  is  divided  into  one  hun- 
dred Centimes,  or  Centavos.  For  the 
different  systems  of  monetary  standards 
in  use  in  Venezuela,  "see"  the  "Annual 
Report  of  the  Director  of  the  U.  S. 
Mint,"  1912,  and  for  the  Peso  system, 
still  in  use  to  some  extent,  "see"  Peso. 
The  Bolivar  is  sometimes  called  Ven- 
ezolano. 


BOLIVIANO.  The  unit  of  the  silver 
standard  of  Bolivia,  and  divided  into 
one  hundred  Centavos. 
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The  former  gold  Boliviano,  of  the 
some  country,  introduced  in  1868,  was 
equal  to  half  on  Escudo. 


BOLOGNINO.  Originally  a silver 
coin  of  Bologna  Issued  during  the  Re- 
publican period  (I  191-1337),  and  of  the 
value  of  half  a Grosso.  It  also  occurs 
In  the  coinage  of  Modena  as  a Repub- 
lic (1226-1293):  was  copied  for  Aquila, 
under  Ludovico  II  (1382-1384),  and  Is 
found  as  a billon  coin  In  Ferrara  In  the 
thirteenth  century.  The  half  of  the 
same  coin  was  known  as  the  Ferrarino. 

In  the  sixteenth  century,  when 
Bologna  was  under  Papal  rule,  a 
Bolognino  was  struck  In  copper.  Copper 
Bologninl  were  also  Issued  for  Modena 
under  RInaldo  (1694-1737),  and  for 
Lucca  early  In  the  eighteenth  century. 


It  is  so  called  from  the  king's  head 
being  decorated  with  a bonnet,  or 
square  cap,  Instead  of  a crown. 

Its  weight  Is  881/2  and  there 

are  one-third  and  two-third  pieces  of 
similar  type. 


This  coin  Is  sometimes  referred  to  as 
a Ducat,  but  this  designation  belongs 
more  properly  to  the  gold  coin  struck 
by  Mary  Stuart  In  1558. 


BONK.  A name  given  to  the  rec- 
tangular copper  coins  struck  In  Java 
from  1796  to  1818.  "See"  Netscher 
and  van  der  Chijs  ("passim"),  where 
Bonks,  varying  from  one  half  Stuiver  to 
eight  Stulvers,  are  described. 

A similar  coin,  known  as  the  Tang 
("q.v."),  was  Issued  by  the  Dutch  East 
India  Company  for  Ceylon. 

BONNET  PIECE.  A gold  coin  of 
James  V of  Scotland,  Issued  only  In 
1539  and  1540,  and  remarkable  as 
being  the  earliest  dated  Scottish  coin. 


BORODOVAYA,  or  BEARD  MONEY. 
Among  Peter  the  Great's  measures  to 
bring  Russia  up  to  the  level  of  European 
civilization  was  his  decree  that  beards 
should  not  be  worn.  To  encourage 
shaving  he  Imposed  a tax,  varying  In 
amount,  according  to  the  social  stand- 
ing, the  mercantile  class  paying  the 
highest  tax  for  the  privilege  of  retain- 
ing their  beards.  When  the  tax  was 
paid  a token  was  given  as  a receipt. 

Chaudoir  cites  a piece  In  silver, 
dated  1705,  of  the  size  of  the  twenty 
Kopec  silver  coin.  Schubert  (p.  103) 
states  that  the  specimens  In  silver  are 
modern,  and  did  not  exist  in  the  time 
of  Peter  I.  Cf  those  In  copper  there 
were  two  varieties.  Gne  Is  like  the 
silver  piece  and  the  other  has  the  size 
and  weight  of  a Ruble,  and  Is  square. 
They  are  dated  1699,  1705,  and  1725. 
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BOUT  DE  L'ISLE  TOKENS.  The 
name  given  to  a series  of  twelve  tokens 
which  were  struck  at  Birmingham  and 
imported  to  Oonodo  to  be  used  os 
tickets  or  passes  over  three  different 
bridges  which  were  built  to  unite  the 
Island  of  Montreal  with  the  mainland. 
They  ore  described  in  detail  in  Breton 
(p.  43). 


BRACTEATES.  From  the  Latin 
"brocteo,"  o thin  piece  of  metal,  Is  o 
name  usually  given  to  pieces  of  thin 
silver,  impressed  with  o die,  on  which 
the  device  is  cut  in  relief.  Oonse- 
quently  the  lines  and  figures  depressed 
on  the  one  side  appear  raised  on  the 
other,  and  the  obverse  of  the  coin 


presents  the  some  features  os  the  sur- 
face of  the  die. 

They  ore  supposed  to  hove  originated 
at  the  beginning  of  the  twelfth  century 
in  Thuringia,  and  they  were  copied  in 
other  German  provinces  os  well  os  in 
Sv/ltzerlond,  Hungary,  Bohemia,  Poland, 
and  Scandinavia.  They  were  in  use 
until  the  latter  port  of  the  fourteenth 
century,  at  which  time  the  many  types 
of  Groschen  gradually  supplanted  them. 

The  majority  are  of  silver,  but  gold 
ones  have  been  found;  some  of  them, 
struck  in  copper  and  very  base  silver, 
probably  served  the  some  purpose  os 
the  tokens  of  succeeding  periods. 

The  name,  Brocteote,  however,  was 
not  applied  to  these  coins  until  the 
eighteenth  century.  Their  contempo- 
rary designations  were  Pfennige,  or 
Denarii,  and  that  they  took  the  place 
of  the  latter  pieces  and  passed  os 
current  money  is  attested  by  the  words 
"numus,  moneto,  denarius,"  etc.,  which 
ore  occasionally  found  in  their  Inscrip- 
tions. To  these  varieties  the  name 
Schrift  Brocteoten  is  usually  applied. 
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BRASHER  DOUBLOON.  A gold 
coin,  struck  in  the  city  of  New  York  in 
1787.  It  obtains  its  name  from  its 
originator,  Ephraim  Brasher,  a gold- 
smith, whose  place  of  business  was  at 
number  one.  Cherry  Street.  Brasher 
made  application  to  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  New  York  for  permission  to 
strike  copper  coins.  His  petition  was 
not  granted,  and  in  consequence  only 
the  gold  Doubloons  are  known. 


Cromwell  Broad 


BROAD.  Another  name  for  the 
Unite,  is  a gold  coin  issued  by  James  I 
of  England. 


In  the  reign  of  Charles  II  the  term 
was  used  to  distinguish  the  hammered 
twenty-shilling  pieces  from  the  new 
coins  of  the  same  value  then  introduced 
called  Guineas. 

The  Broads  were  called  in  and  de- 
clared to  be  no  longer  current  in  1732- 
33,  the  majority  of  them  having  be- 
come much  diminished  in  value  and 
size  by  wear  and  clipping. 


BUNGTOWNS.  A name  given  to 
clumsy  imitations  of  the  English  half 
pennies  which  circulated  extensively  in 
Pennsylvania  and  the  other  states  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth 
century. 

The  name  is  probably  derived  from 
the  slang  term,  "to  bung,"  meaning  to 
cheat  or  deceive. 

There  is  an  extensive  list  of  them  in 
Atkins.  "See"  also  "Amer.  Journal  of 
Numismatics"  (xxxiil.  67,  xxxvi.  94). 


BRIDGE  MONEY.  The  name  given 
(■o  a variety  of  Chinese  metallic  cur- 
rency on  account  of  their  bridgelike 
appearance.  Ramsden,  who  describes 
these  pieces  in  detail  (pp.  29-32),  adds, 
"I  would  suggest  the  name  of  Tingle 
Dangle  as  more  appropriate,  since  they 


will  probably  result  to  be  miniature 
token  representatives  of  the  larger 
musical  instruments  which  are  still  to 
be  seen  in  certain  parts  of  China." 
The  Chinese  name  for  Bridge  Money  is 
Klao  Pi,  and  for  Tingle  Dangle  money  is 
King  Shih  Pi.

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  noted  that  the  1 Peso  i)ieces  have  not  been  coined 
since  1912  and  none  have  been  coined  at  the  Manila  Mint,  the  reason  undoubtedly 
being:  that  they  had  1 Peso  bills  for  this  denomination.  The  50  Centavo  pieces  have 
not  been  coined  since  1921.  The  1^  Centavo  i)ieces  were  coined  only  at  the  Phila- 
delphia mint  from  1908  through  1908.  Many  collectors  think  that  the  pieces  coined  in 
1920,  1921  and  1922,  as  they  bear  no  mint  mark,  were  made  at  the  Philadelphia  mint. 
As  a matter  of  fact,  these  were  made  at  the  Manila  mint.  Since  1925  all  of  the 
Philippine  coins  have  the  small  mint  mark  M for  Manila  on  them.  Neither  Philadel- 
phia nor  San  Francisco  have  coined  any  ])ieces  for  the  Philippines  since  the  oldening 
of  the  Manila  mint.
